MEMORIES REVIVED 


Correspondent..Writes An Interesting | 


and Pathetic Account of Bennie 
_«_..... Bierce’s Death. 


“He was his only child; besides him he had 
neither son nor daughter.” 

On the morning of Jan. 6, 1853, just 

fifty years ago, Gen. Franklin Pierce, 
President-elect df the United states, left 
his home in Concord, N. H., accompanied 
by his wife and only child, a lad of 
thirteen, en route for Washington, D. 
C., where his inauguration was to take 
place the following March. 
"- Gen. Pierce started early in the New 
Year, that.he might pursue the journey 
leisurely, and carry into effect a deeply 
cherished plan—laid with such bright 
anticipations, in the sweet happiness of 
the home he had just left—of improving 
the opportunity afforded in the interval, 
of renewing old friendships, and visiting 
family relatives, before his presence 
would be required at the seat of Govern- 
ment, icibier ~ 

Busthéss matters adjusted and per- 
sonal arrangements.’ completed, the dis- 
jnguished party started by rail for 
Andover, Mass., to make their first visit 
at the residence of Mr. John Aiken, -near 
the South chureb, whose wife was a 
sister to Mr. Pierce, and daughter of the 
late Governor Benjamin Pierce of New 
Hampshire, 7 

After leaving Lawrence, the-tyain, as 
it approached Andover, was running at a 
high rate of speed. _ Bennie Pierce left 
his seat —was it a call from the unseen 
world—and took the fatal. position. A 
moment or two afterward, the breaking 
of the forward axle of the tender, de- 
railed the car which went crashing down 
asteep embankment near the Andover 
Almshouse, and Bennie, »the hope and 
pride. of his parents, was instantly killed. 

The car was badly smashed. _Passen- 
gers gathered available mementoes, and 
relic hunters visited the scene of the 
tragedy to obtain, if possible, evena 
splinter of the ill-fated car, as a 
Kanver. neal ‘ 

It so happened in the same car with 
the President-elect, Dr. Ezra W. Abbott 
a fellow citizen and resident physician 
of Concord, was “also travelling, and 
through this circumstance became an 
eye witness to the terrible accident. 

The same -Dr,.-Abbott,- a few years 
later, making a temporary sojourn at 
the National -Capitel_was——-at - Ford’s 
theatre, on the evening of. April 14, 1865, 
when- President. -Lincoln received the 
fatal shot at the hand of Wilkes Booth. 
Being recognized among the audience by 
an acquaintance, he was the first phys- 
ician summoned to the side of the mar- 
tyred President, and remained until 
through suffering the Great Emancipa- 
tor laid down the mortal, to put on im- 
tality,-at-7.30-thefolewing-morning= 
890 Dr. Abbott_gave.to the Boston 
Suhday Herald an interesting and un- 
published statement of both tragedies, 
from which we copy the~ pathetic inci- 


dent attending . the...death..of Bennie.} 


Pierce, in Andover. 
H. G. P. 


“My association with the circum- 
stances attending the death of Lincoln 
was not the first I had experienced in 
connection with Presidential sorrows. 
lt. was my. sad -fertune-on-Jan.6,-1853; to 
be on the same train and in the sare car 
with Gen. and Mrs. Pierce and their son 
Benjamin, when the latter was killed 
on the railway between Andover and 
Lawrence. 

“Only a moment before the car left 
the iron, Bennie stood in the passage- 
way, talking with a companion, scarcely 
an arni’s length from me. The train 
was under a high rate of speed, and the 
accident, accompanied withthe awful 
crashing of the car on the rocks, came 


! with terrible suddeness. 


‘| managed to get out of the car, but 
I hardly know how. As soon as I col- 
lected my senses, I saw Conductor 
Aborn, whose death occurred only a few 
years ago,;vainly endeavoring to break 
in one of the doors of that car. Observ- 
ing me, he excitedly called out : 

““*For Heaven's sake, doctor, help me 
break in this door.’ We both went back 
a few feet, locked arms, and, running, 
threw’ our entire weight against the 
door, when it gave way almost as 
quickly as if it had been made of glass. 
On entering, nearly the first object that 
met my eyes was the lifeless form of 
Bennie. The top of his head was shock- 


ingly mangled, and death must have 
been . instantaneous. Before we had 
time to cover the body Mrs. Pierce 


caught a glimpse of it. 

“IT have had considerable experience 
in scenes of suffering at home, as well as 
in the camp and on the field, but on no 
other occasion have I ever witnessed 
such agony as was portrayed on the face 
of that distracted mother. After one 
glance at her. dead-young son she sobbed 
and.uttered these words: pet el cima 

“Oh bomy dearboy,’ “repeating ‘the 
same as the general tenderly led her 
away from the car. 

“‘As will be remembered, the accident 
occurred near an almshouse, and observ- 
ing ene of the inmates, I called to him 
to bring a board, which he did as quickly 
as he could, then we laid the body upon 
it and bore it to that building. Soon 
afterward ‘Joseph W Smith, riow a 
prominent citizen of Andover, drove up 
with. his carriage and took in the Presi- 
dent-elect and wife, myself and the body 
of Bennie, and carried us to the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Pierce's father. 

“A few years ago Mr. Smith was in 
Concord as the guest of Col. John A. 
White, when he called upon me, and we 
talked over the sad drama that had oe- 
curred nearly four : decades before. 
After Gen. Pierce’s inauguration I met 
him from time to time until his death, 
but I never had the heart to recall the 
awful occurrence whose _ sorrowful 
shadow followed both him and Mrs. 
Pierce to their graves. It may be added 
that Bennie sleeps with his brothers and 
parents in Minot Cemetery, in the 
northerly portion of our city, and when 
walking or driving in that sectiow. in 
the day time I always look for their 
white marble shafts glimmering in the 
light.” ;

— ~ ELEVATOR. f 


A tragic accident occurred at the Ar- 
lington. mills _when-Bernard—-Gehring,- 


a watchman, was instantly killed by 
being crushed by an elevator in the 
storehouse, “Sunday morning about il 


} o'clock. : 


His skull was crushed and several 
ribs were broken by an elevator acci- 
dent that occurred while he was mak- 
ing a tour of the mill. The accident 


was not discovered for some time, when, 


his body was found crushed on the 
SCS) a a 

Gehring had pulled in his dial at 
10.50 o’clock and then started -on a 
tour of the storehouse. He was to re- 
port at the office of_the mill to the 
chief watchman, Nicholas Sager, at 
11.30.-0’clock.... Sager-waited-untib-14,60; 
and then started out to see what had 
become of him. ‘ On the-second floor 
of the storehouse he found Gehring 
pinioned between the top of the eleva- 
tor and the floor of the . building. The 
body was horribly crushed’ and death 
must have been instantaneous. 

The. elevator..has a.top.piece.on—it, 
which comes on a level with the floor 
above when the elevator is stopped at 
another floor, thus closing the well. It 
is thought that Gehring hurriedly 
stepped upon this top piece of the ele- 
vator, thinking he was on the eleva- 
tor, and pulled the rope which set it 
agoing. There is only eight feet be- 
tween. the floors of the building and 
Gehring was pinioned while trying to 
get off the top of the elevator, after 
apparently realizing his danger. 

Medical Examiner Dow was sum- 
mene and view the remains, after 
which they were. taken In charge by 
Undertaker Emmert. 

Deceased was a native of Germany. 
He was about 66 years old. ‘He resided 
in this city for the past 31 years. Two 
sons, Fred Gehring, the ‘Newbury 
street barber, and Frank Gehring, who 
works in the Washington mills, and 
one daughter, Mrs. Augusta Hicks, and 
a widow survive. Funeral takes place 
Wednesday. Interment will be in Belle- 
vue cemetery. 

Mr. Gehring was one Of the oldest 
watchmen in the employ of the Ar- 
lingtn mills. He had been employed 
by the corporation as watchman for 
the past 18 years and was popular with 
all.

Nowhere in the world are such sums 
spent on school buildings and equip- 
ment as.in America, and here, if any- 
‘where, the school should have 4 larger 
sphere of usefulness, 

In the newer school buildings of 
Lawrence we find a maximum of ex- 
penditure for: building and a minimum 
for equipment, except in the new High 
school. ‘Many hundreds of children in 
the older schools are without decent 
blackboards, thefr eyesight being thus 
impafred Spc ifen The schge7s.0e- 
-~whole are hot properly equipped ‘with 
maps and.globes.-.;In-most schools ‘the 
arrangements for’ washing are ex- 
tremely unhygienic, no hot water, no 
‘means of scaldifig bowlsor basins. 
This causes the Spread of contagious 
(Money is wasted fh architec- 
tural fancies, unpecessarv space,. elab- 
orate finishing, which rightly expended 
-would providé more than is needed. 
better facilities and equipment. . 
The literature dealing with model o 
ideal school houses is helpful and sug- 
gestive, but its theories are largely be- 
yond our reach. The problem we must 
confront is personal and professional, 
rather than financial. We must do the 
best we can with the means at hand 
to. bring about the larger usefulness of 
the /school..

The NovemberClub Presents ‘The Crick 
et on the Hearth’? Before an Ap- 
preciative Audience, 


Had Joe-Jefferson been in the Novem 
ber club house on Monday afternoon he 
might have wept for his laurels and cried 
“At last I have found a rival,” He 
would have learned that unlike Rip Van 
Winkle, Caleb Plummer in “The Cricket 
on the Hearth” is not all his own. We 
trust; however, that Mr. Jefferson wil] 
not cut this play from his repertoire in 
chagrin, when he hears of its brilliant 
presentation by the dramatic department 
of the November Club. - 

Praise without stint is due the ener. 
getic leader. and all the “mémbers, of this 
department for an entertainment they 
have. a right to feel proud of, Only 
those who-have been “in it” can realize 
the courage it takes to say “we con do it 
and we will,” or the immense. amount of 
work to be done in bringing out so elab- 
orate a production. The finished pic. 
ture, and the smooth running: of the 
wheels give little hint of the labor and - 
nerve strain that have gone into the pre. - 
liminaries. Much credit is due the stage 
committee for the good taste displayed 
in’ the stage settings, and for their 
promptness and dispatch in changing the 
scenes. The questions, ‘‘Where did they 
find that odd old thing ?”’ or “Who could 
ever have thought of bringing in that?” 
were often heard in reference to some 
unique feature. The parts were wisely 
assigned. Each actor showed a special 
aptness for her own role, thus a> unifor: 
mity of good acting was insured, as un: 
usual as it is pleasing. The costumes 
and make-ups were little short of mar. 
vellous. 3 

The music between the acts and dur- 
ing some of the scenes. was choice, ap- 
propriate and finely rendered. 

The club house was packed to its ut- 
most limit by members and friends, who 
for two hours laughed and cried as , they - . 
were moved by the fun or the pathos, in 
the scenes before them. Dickens him. 
self, might hewewoked With great satis. _ 
faction on his own creations, living the 
love, tenderness, honesty, loyalty, cour- 
age and truth whith: he had-put -into 
their homely souls, Living it all so earn- 
estly that-his strong-hearted Tackleton 
becomes humanized by the good influ- 
entes around him. 

The opening scene shows the happy 
home life of honest John Perrybingle 
and his charming Dot in their cosy. cot- 
tage, where even the cheerful fire on the 
hearth and the “Cricket’’ act well their 
sunshiny parts, -“ The -most wonder- 
ful baby in the world” is there and 10 
one can deny that the most wonderful 
nurse in the world is there too. Why 
Tilly Slowboy was created, soon becomes 
evident. Whenthe pathos in the lives 


-of those ‘around her grows too intense = 


she appears—and laughter relieves the 
strain. 

The second act presents the quaint old 
tumble-down abode of Caleb the toy 
-maker-and-his gentle,-blind- daughter, an: 
old curiosity shop in itself but :the scene 
of stirring events. . 

Why did so many in the audience hide 
their faces_and peep out of the corners 
of their eyes to see if others observed 
that tears Were streaming down their 
cheeks? Why should they feel ashamed 
of tears? The tender devotion of Caleb 
tohis blind daughter and her adoring 
love for him are full of pathos. The ex- 
quisite love passages between John and 
Dot are most touching, and the magnan- 
imous grief of John when the bottom of 
his whole world has fallen out is enough 
to move the heart of—a Tackieton. 

Miss Bosher, as John Perrybingle, 
more than sustained her well-known 
reputation on the stage. Miss Tryon, as 
Mr. Tackleton, was a_ transformation 
scene 1n herself, almost beyond concep- 
tion. How she could live up to her evil 
face for two consecutive hours was a 
mystery, bnt she did it. well. 

In the third act interview between 
John and Tackleton, both actors reached 
a high point in dramatic effect by faith- 
fully reflécting the characters they rep 
resented. Mrs. McCurdy, as Caleb, in 
his beautiful bright blue coat, achieved 
anew triumph. Miss Knowles showed 
the versatility of her power by making 
the mysterious deaf old stranger yuite as 
reai as the jolly young sailor who threw 
off his disguise to rescue his pretty 
bride from ‘a hard fate. Mrs. Phillips 
played the part of Dot to perfection, in 
all its variety and charm. Mrs! Watts, 
forgetting herself utterly, was, for the 
time, the gentle blind girl winning the 
love and sympathy of all who knew her.
